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COUNCIL DISCUSSES ORDINANCES 
TO CONTROL LOCAL POLLUTION

Pollution was a major topic at the Sept. 14 city council meet¬ 
ing, which was kept brief by primary election eve activities else¬ 
where. Mayor Pro Tem Edgar Smith presided as absent Mayor 
Francis White wound up his electioneering for county commis¬ 
sioner. 

The discussion centered around a proposal for a city ordinance 
which would prohibit the sale of certain non-returnable or dispos¬ 
able beverage containers. The city of Bowie recently enacted such 

a measure to go into effect April 1*_ 

City solicitor Emmett Nanna ad 


vised the council that the Bowie 
measure is expected to be challeng¬ 
ed in court and that Bowie offic¬ 
ials have some doubts as to its 
effectiveness. He thought that 
comprehensive State legislation 
was needed, rather than “slap¬ 
dash” action by individual muni¬ 
cipalities. City manager James K. 

Giese also had some reservations, 
based on the feeling that the pollu¬ 
tion problem with respect to dis¬ 
posable food wrappings is much 
greater than the problem of bever¬ 
age containers. 

David Bridge, who had brought 
the measure to the city’s attention, 
observed that while the problem of 
bow to handle all food wrappings 
is Immense, at least beverages rep¬ 
resent one area where something 
could be done, since there is a sub¬ 
stitute available for disposable 
containers — namely, non-dispos¬ 
able (returnable) containers. While 
this area may represent one drop 
in the bucket as far as pollution is 
concerned, he said, “if you don’t 
take care of the drop, soon you 
have a bucket full.” 

Council expressed concern about 
the problem but decided to see how 
the Bowie experiment worked out 
before proceeding. Smith suggested 
that the city plan a State legis¬ 
lative anti-pollution program and 
seek Maryland Municipal League 
support. 

Giese announced that he has 
completed work on three proposed 
anti-pollution ordinances, which are 
now being reviewed by the city 
solicitor. One relates to the dump¬ 
ing of pollutants into city storm 
drains, streams, and lakes; a sec¬ 
ond to littering in all forms; and 
a third relating to burning. 

City Ordinances Passed 

The council made permanent the 
erection of stop signs on Lastner 
Lane at the intersections of Ivy 
Lane and Julian Court. It approved 
reappropriation of certain 1969-70 
budget items which were not un¬ 
dertaken or completed by the end 
of the fiscal year. These included 
codification of city ordinances 
($4,000), flashing school zone signs 
($4,000), final surfacing of fire dept, 
parking lot ($3,000), and recon- 
sanction of Laurel Hill, north of f orl T m discussion. 


Giese saw no objectionable fea¬ 
tures in the revised plan, as all 
the roads are provided for as 
shown on the master plan. The 
developers are anxious to move 
ahead in order to secure a major 
national corporation as a major 
occupant of the property. 

Other Action 

Council moved that a resolution 
of recognition be drafted com¬ 
mending the Greenbelt Jaycees for 
their comunity work in repaint¬ 
ing the playground equipment at 
Candy Cane City and for their 
campaign to clean up Greenbelt 
Lake and creek area. 

Council approved Giese’s negot¬ 
iated purchase of workmen’s com¬ 
pensation, liability, and automobile 
insurance at a premium rate of 
$22,183. Only the present insurance 
carrier — General Accident Group 
was agreeable to submitting a bid, 
although other carriers had been 
invited. According to city rules, 
when only one bid is submitted, it 
is not opened and the council can 
authorize purchase on a negotiated 
basis. 

Giese said that his inspection of 
the situation revealed that liabil¬ 
ity insurance carriers are reluct¬ 
ant to take on new liability risks 
in the State of Maryland because 
of unfavorable ratio of losses to 
premiums. Furthermore, recent 
events have made liability insurers 
very touchy about insuring muni¬ 
cipalities. The coverage was re¬ 
newed for substantially the same 
rates as those for the previous 
years, Giese said. 

Council set a meeting for Tues¬ 
day, September 21, with the Boys 
Club and Girls Club. 


Parkdale PTSA 

The Parkdale High School Par- 
ent-Teacher-Student Association 
will hold its first regular meeting 
of the current school year on Tues¬ 
day, Sept. 29. The meeting, which 
will begin at 8 p.m. yill take place 
in the Multi-Purpose Room. 

On the agenda for the evening 
will be a discussion of the 70-71 
budget, in addition to an open- 


Ridge ($6,000). 

Introduced for first reading was 
a resolution accepting Lakecrest 
Drive and Prince James Way into 
the city road system. The build¬ 
ers, Charles Burton Builders, Inc., 
have performed the remedial work 
and final asphalt surfacing that 
were required by the city engineers. 

Industrial Tract 

Also introduced for first read¬ 
ing was an ordinance authorizing 
issuance of a tax anticipation note 
m order to temporarily finance the 
cost of construction of the four- 
cell box culvert on Cherrywood 
Lane, This road is to proride ac¬ 
cess to the Springhill Lake indust¬ 
rial tract 

In this connection, council recom¬ 
mended approval of the revised 
preliminary plan, which was being 
taken up by the Maryland-Nat¬ 
ional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission, on September 16. The 
main revision is that the connect¬ 
ion to Cherrywood Lane across 
Indian Creek culvert will now run 
through the industrial property 
parallel to the Beltway rather than 
bisecting the tract.

Greenbelters Prepare 
For School Site 
Hearings on Tuesday 

Greenbelt officials and organiza¬ 
tions, through a series of meetings 
this week, girded for the coming 
Tuesday public hearing on the lo¬ 
cation of the Franklin D. Roose¬ 
velt Senior High School. The hear¬ 
ing will start at 8 p.m. in the multi¬ 
purpose room of the new wing of 
the Greenbelt Junior High School 
on Edmonston Road and Greenbelt 
Road. 

Free bus transportation is be¬ 
ing provided by Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. for persons wishing to attend 
the hearing. 

The Prince Georges Board of Ed¬ 
ucation scheduled the public hear¬ 
ing last month after the county 
commissioners deleted construction 
funds from this year’s budget for 
a senior high school on parcel 2 
(the land between Ridge Road and 
the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way). Greenbelt has been object¬ 
ing to this site ever since it was 
first selected in March 1966 for a 
3-school complex, mainly because 
of poor road accessibility. 

Location 

The parcel 2 site is essentially 
landlocked. Bordering the eastern 
edge is the Parkway, which is not 
accessible. To the north is the 
BeltsviHe Farm and to the south 
are the built-up Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. courts. To the west are such 
narrow streets as Northway and 
Ridge Road, which were not de¬ 
signed to sustain heavy traffic. 

The Greenbelt City Council has 
gone on record as preferring the 
parcel 15 site near the Capital 
Beltway over the parcel 2 site be¬ 
cause of advantages in terms of 
traffic accessibility, pedestrian safe¬ 
ty, and central location. The Coun¬ 
cil has also indicated that it would 
be receptive to any suitable site 
other than parcel 2 in Greenbelt.

Members Question Regulation 


On Sheds, at GHI Meeting

It was standing room only at last Thursday's GHI Board 
meeting, as members showed up to express their concerns on en¬ 
forcement of shed regulations, the proposed mutual ownership con¬ 
tract for free-standing homes and townhouses, and the parking 
problems of the 17-19 Ridge area. These issues stretched the 
meeting to 1:15 a rm Most of the remaining items of the long 
agenda were held over to the follow ing week. 


Many members came because 
they had received letters from ma¬ 
nagement requiring conformity to 
the shed regulations by September 
30. Some of these felt that the reg¬ 
ulations were not reasonable and 
needed revision; others voiced dis¬ 
may at the changes they would be 
forced to make. Director Norman 
Weyel reviewed the history of the 
regulations. Other board members 
pointed out that there have always 
been exceptions, and that excep¬ 
tions would still be granted. How¬ 
ever, any such exception would ter¬ 
minate when the house changed 
hands. 

Directors Darwin Beck and Alex 
Chavrid held that exceptions create 
problems and shouldn’t be neces¬ 
sary. When Beck suggested fur¬ 
ther review of the regulations, 
Chairman Nat Shinderman pointed 
out that these had just been passed 
in 1970. He noted that this en¬ 
forcement was the first step in a 
program to improve the appear¬ 
ance of the community, and pre¬ 
dicted the appearance of a similar 
delegation when the yard regula¬ 
tions are enforced. He added that 
special membership meetings will 
be held to discuss these matters, 
the first one near the end of the 
year. 

Director Steve Polaschik moved 
to grant exceptions for sheds which 
pre-dated the owner. This motion 
was tabled for later consideration,

because of the absence of the 
manager. The board also voted to 
extend the compliance date to Oc¬ 
tober 31. Those members who felt 
that their violation was minor, or 
justified, were told to apply for an 
exception. In fact, two exceptions 
already applied for were granted 
later in the evening. 

Several members took the oppor¬ 
tunity to bring up other mainten¬ 
ance problems such as insufficient 
hot water, defective valves, clogged 
gutters, and warped floors. 

Townhouse Costs and Contract 
Darwin Beck presented a report 
from the finance committee con¬ 
cerning the accounting practice 
and contract for the larger homes. 

A procedure separating their costs 
from the regular GHI budget is au¬ 
tomatic, except for repairs and 
maintenance, and taxes and main¬ 
tenance of common areas. The 
board accepted the finance com¬ 
mittee’s recommendation that a 
tentative charge be made for re¬ 
pairs and maintenance until en¬ 
ough data is accumulated to make 
an assessment based on actual ex¬ 
perience. For taxes and mainten¬ 
ance of common areas, each of the 
29 units would be charged 1/1608 
of the total cost, 1608 being the to¬ 
tal number of GHI units. 

Most of the remainder of the 
evening was spent discussing the 
proposed contract for the larger 
homes with the corporation’s law¬ 
yer, Albert Ginsberg. This will be 
presented for the consideration of 
involved members before final ac¬ 
tion is taken. Among the items 
giving rise to discussion were mort¬ 
gage rate increases, the late pay¬ 
ment penalty, and the resale poli¬ 
cy. 

The problem of . the mortgage 
rate increase arises from the right 
of the mortgage holder to increase 
this rate with 30 days notice, and 
the necessity of passing this on to 
the owners, who have the right to 
obtain another lender if they so de¬ 
sire. The lawyer will review this 
to determine the appropriate time 
limit for GHI to grant the owner. 

The discussion of the late pay¬ 
ment penalty revolved around whe¬ 
ther to have it fixed or- determined 
by board regulation. The latter 
course was chosen. 

* Resale Policy 
The resale policy was changed by 
deleting a paragraph in the original 
proposed contract which would 
have required GHI to exercise its 
option to purchase a unit under a 
formula involving the appraised 
price after the member has had 99 
days to sell. It was felt that this 
would incur risk to the corporation 
in case the market price is lower 
than the appraised value. The 
board asked management to pro¬ 
vide copies of all documented ex¬ 
changes between GHI and members 
owning the free-standing homes 
and townhouses before final action 
is taken on this issue. After some 
further discussion of what portion 
of the tow'nhouse tract was includ¬ 
ed in the common lands and wffiat 
portion was part of the townhouse 
property (a discussion which left 
this reporter rather confused), it 
was moved and carried that the 
contract changes be made and the 
proposed contract be submitted to 
the individual owners for their 
comments. The townhouse com¬ 
mittee will then schedule a meet¬ 
ing. 

Parking Problems 
After an airing of the parking 
problems in the 17 Ridge court 
area, a motion by director Kath¬ 
erine Keene for reconsideration of 
assigned parking in this court was 
defeated. The parking committee 
will consider placing a time limit 
on parking, and look into the pos¬ 
sibility of removal of one inoper¬ 
ative car parked there. It was 
felt that in view of the 35 garages 
as well as the 11 spaces, this should 
be considered area parking. 
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A Crucial Hearing 

September has been a crucial month for Greenbelt. Decisions 
based upon two public hearings will irrevocably determine the 
future of Greenbelt. The first public hearing on September 10 saw 
general citizen support expressed for the College Park-Greenbelt 
Master Plan with the major objection directed to the location of a 
3-school complex on parcel 2 (land between Ridge Road and Bal- 
timore-Washington Parkway). Every major Greenbelt organiza¬ 
tion and group that expressed an opinion on this item, as well as 
private citizens too many to count, made it plain to the county 
commissioners that parcel 2 is unacceptable for a senior high school. 

The second hearing to be conducted by the Prince Georges 
County Board of Education this coming Tuesday, September 29, 
at 8 p.m. at the Greenbelt Junior High School is even more critical 
since it is the school board who will be making the determination 
on the school site. 

A large representation from Greenbelt is absolutely impera¬ 
tive to make certain that there is no misunderstanding as to the 
feelings of Greenbelt on parcel 2 as a senior high school site. It 
would also be well to remind the new school board that its staff had 
earlier rejected the parcel 2 site. To quote the school board minutes 
of January 12, 1965: “Mr. Gwynn reported that the Staff Commit¬ 
tee had met following the Board’s direction and viewed the entire 
Greenbelt area for a senior high school site. After touring the area 
where Mr. Bresler said he would sell the Board a site, the commit¬ 
tee .. unanimously agreed that they could only recommend the one 
site and that is the tract northeast of the Capital Beltway and 
Charlestowne Village. The Town of Greenbelt recommends this 
site also. Mr. Nussbaum advised that condemnation proceedings 
had been instituted.” 

We are certain that a school board decision to seek a site 
other than parcel 2 will receive enthusiastic and prompt pledges 
of support from all elements in town.

All Greenbelt residents are urged to attend the very important hearing on Tues¬ 
day, September 29 at 8 p.m. at the Greenbelt Junior High School to express their 
concern about the devastating effect the three - school complex on parcel 2 would 
have on our planned community. 

CONSIDER THESE FACTS: 

1. POOR ACCESSIBILITY OF THE PROPOSED SITE . . . 

The traffic generated by these schools will have to travel 
through narrow curving residential streets (see map below). 

At least 48 buses will make 4 trips daily to and from the 
schools. 

At least 270 adult staff members will drive cars to school. 

Up to 480 students will be driving daily to the senior high 
school. 

We, will have still more traffic from service vehicles, parents 
driving in foul weather, after-school activities, ball games at the 
stadium and performances in the auditorium. 


THERE ARE MORE SUITABLE SITES for the senior high school in the Green¬ 
belt area which would provide the advantages of greater pedestrian safety, bet¬ 
ter traffic accessibility, and availability of sewer facilities at more economical cost.

Mixing younger junior-high and Clementaiy pupils with 
older high school students may be a potential source of prob¬ 
lems.
